Dedication 


Doherty Junior High will celebrate its 
official grand opening from 2 to 4 p.m. 
Sunday with an open house and dedication 
ceremonies at the junior high school. 

Doherty Principal Richard McGrail says 
the entire community is invited to attend 
the ceremonies and tour the school, where 
additions and renovations have trans- 
formed the former East Junior High and 
Doherty elementary school into a new ju- 
nior high as part of the school building 
program. 

The ceremonies will begin in the reno- 
vated Memorial Auditorium (of which 
townspeople got a sneak preview last month 
during town meeting) with remarks from 
School Committee Chairman Richard Neal, 
School Building Committee Chairman Ken- 
neth Gropper, Selectmen Chairman Gerald 
Silverman, and Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony. 

The junior high school will then be ded- 
icated to William Doherty, the distin- 
guished former school committeeman for 
whom the elementary school was named: 
‘We're promoting him,’’ McGrail notes. 

Following musical selections by the 
school band and choral groups, Student 
Council members will offer guided tours 
through the school. Wherever possible, stu- 
dents will be working in the academic areas 
to demonstrate how they are used — in 
science laboratories and industrial arts 
rooms, for example — ‘‘so visitors won't 
just see an empty room,” the principal 
says. In other areas, students’ work will be 
on exhibit. 


Refreshments will be served in the cafe- 
teria to top off the afternoon. 

Parents, students, faculty members and 
all residents are invited to see what has 
been accomplished at the school, McGrail 
says.

‘It’s something we've been looking for- 
ward to for a long time,” he points out. 
“The building program has been going on 
for six or seven years, and this is the culmi- 
nation of a lot of time and a lot of effort on 
the part of a lot of people.” 

He adds that the occasion is also sigifi- 
cant because it will probably be ‘‘a lot of 
years”’ before Andover sees another new 
school building project. 

The J. Everett Collins Auditorium at And- 
over High School, the third part of the $13.72 
million school building project, is scheduled 
for completion by next fall. The new media 
center at West Junior High, like much of 
the Doherty, has been in use this year.

A fairly unusual cooperative effort is 
"nderway in Andover, and so far it appears 
to be working smoothly. 

The town’s new Municipal Maintenance 
department, approved and budgeted by an- 
nual town meeting, is taking shape in prepa- 
ration for the new fiscal year beginning 
July 1. 

And Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
calls it ‘‘probably the largest single item of 
school/town consolidation and cooperation 
that I’ve ever seen — and it’s a tremendous 
responsibility in a sense, because now 
we've got to make it work.” 

The idea behind the new department: to 
give the responsibility for the maintenance 
of all town property — schools and town 
buildings, parks and playgrounds, Spring 
Grove cemetery and motor vehicles — to 
one department. The result town officials 
hope to see within five or six years: town 
property kept in better condition, at a 
smaller cost. 

Under the new department, the responsi- 
bility for school building maintenance has 
been removed from the school department; 
and the Parks, Forestry, Spring Grove 
Cemetery and vehicle maintenance divi- 
sions of the Public Works department have 
been consolidated. 

Joseph ‘‘Gerry’’ Dion has been hired as 
director of the department, and James 
Bamford, formerly the tree superintendent, 
has been made superintendent of parks and 
grounds (or, as Mahony calls it, the ‘‘green 
division’). 

The department will have a staff of 47 
(plus seasonal help), with all but three new 
custodial positions taken from other depart- 
ments. That staff includes 12 school mainte- 
nance workers 

Their duties will include caring for 29 
buildings, including 10 school buildings and 
14 major town buildings; and 104 vehicles, 
including 63 DPW, 18 police, 16 fire, and 
seven general government vehicles. 

Total budget for the new department: 
$1,574,490. 

In the past, schocl principals have been 
responsible for the maintenance of their 
buildings, supervising the maintenance 
staff, and that has led to problems, the 
manager says. ‘‘The division between 
maintenance and custodial work is a funny 
line,’’ Mahony explains. 

“The problem has been that not all 
schools define that line in the same place. 
Sweeping the floor is obviously custodial, 
and changing the lights on the high ceilings 
in the gymnasium is maintenance. But who 
changes the lights in the bathroom? Each 
school school principal has handled that 
differently.” 

The schools will, however, maintain con- 
trol of their custodial staffs indefinitely 
The manager said he is unsure when school 
custodians might become part of the munic- 
ipal maintenance department. 

The green division has been at work since 
Jan. 1, Mahony says, because he wanted to 
take advantage of a full growing season

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Describing Poetically A 
Love Of Profession 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


It is a part of teaching and being taught 
seldom expressed — a knowing, an under- 
standing, a kind of love between teacher 
and student — and Nora Harrison wanted to 
capture it in words, to leave an emotional 
record of her teaching career. 

For two years she ‘‘concentrated on being 
particularly observant of my emotions,” 
Mrs. Harrison says, ‘‘and of the behavior 
and emotions I saw in the children’ she 
teaches at West Junior High. Her feelings 
and observations about her young students 
became a collection of free verse illus- 
trated by her son — who is also a teacher — 
called Teaching Is A Kind Of Poetry. 

“The book is a love song,’’ she explains, 
‘‘and I think each teacher sings that song to 
some degree. And love songs,’’ she points 
out, ‘‘aren’t always happy.” 

Each brief poem describes a student — 
the athlete, the poet, the clown, the leader 
— and each ends with the refrain, ‘I knew 
you.’’ The students in the poems are ‘‘uni- 
versals,”’ the teacher says, composites of 
many children she has known over the 
years. And in describing her students, ‘‘I 
became a universal,” she explains. ‘‘I re- 
flected what other teachers are saying.” 

Teachers cannot help loving their stu- 
dents, Mrs. Harrison believes. ‘‘It’s part of 
the relationship. It’s a family of a different 
type, a community about which you care 
very much. Teachers want to have someone 
say something about the range of the expe- 
rience in the classroom. It’s a little emba- 
rassing to talk about.” 

A Lawrence native and Andover resident 
for 31 years, the soft-spoken Mrs. Harrison 
lives on Rutgers Road (after 28 years on 
Dufton Road) with her husband of 41 years, 
Franklin Harrison. She graduated from 
Lowell State in 1962, taught at the Pike 
School in Andover for three years, in Hav- 
erhill for one year, and in Japan for one 
year before coming to West Junior High, 
where she has taught English for the past 17 
years. 

Almost six years ago, the teacher real- 
ized no one had ever written about the 
experience of teaching, no one had ever 
published ‘‘a serious reflection on the pro- 
fession, That’s what I wanted to capture. I 
wanted to leave something of my career.”’ 

She worked on her poems for two years 
(‘‘while I was driving, waking up at 
night’’), then mailed them to her son Barry, 


a high school art teacher in Indiana, who | 


had volunteered to illustrate the book. 

Barry Harrison and his wife, Connie, who 
teaches elementary school, were both 
stunned by the poems because they saw 
their own students in Mrs. Harrison’s writ- 
ing. Teaching different subjects to students 
of different ages in different states, they 
wondered, ‘“‘How can she have seen what 
we have seen?”’ 

Barry spent two years creating a full- 
page drawing to illustrate each poem, with 
results his mother calls ‘‘dazzling’’ and 
‘“‘overwhelming.”’ 

The Harrisons have formed their own 
corporation to publish the 112-page softcov- 
er book (Aquaviva Publishers, Box 37 Bal- 
lardvale Station, Andover), which was 
printed last month. 

Mrs. Harrison says she set out to illus-

Junior high students are at ‘‘a particular- 
ly innocent age,’’ she says: ‘“‘There’s a 
poignancy about them — they’re just begin- 
ning their lives, just beginning to shape into 
people.” 

They’re taking shape physically as well 
as emotionally and intellectually, which 
can present problems to students who feel 
awkward in their changing bodies, she 
notes. ‘“The enhancement of the child’s self- 
image is very important at this age. The 
physical development we see is very dis- 
tracting to the child. In the halls they’re 
like bears — they cavort. It’s one great 
game to them.”’ 

Over the years she has seen the class- 
room become “‘more student-oriented — it 
used to be teacher-oriented’’, as students 
take more responsibility for their own 
learning. And she has watched increasing 
“societal permissiveness” and the growing 
number of separations and divorces take an

“We see their suffering,’ she says quiet- 
ly. ‘You can’t possibly be with children day 
in and day out and not be aware of the 
tensions they have, the terrible worries 
they have.” She talks of one student who 
has to walk around the back of the room 
during her classes because ‘‘there is so 
much tension built into this child that he 
can’t sit still. He can’t concentrate, he can’t 
enjoy the company of his fellow students.” 

Problems at home often become the tea- 
cher’s problem, too. ‘‘If a child hears argu- 
ing through the night, what does he care 
about a verb?’ Mrs. Harrison asks. ‘‘How 
can he think logically about a paragraph 
when he’s so torn emotionally?”’ 

Her favorite poem is one that begins, 
‘You laughed/When I waltzed/To dactylic 
hexameter...’’ She laughs as she recalls her 
inspiration: Dactylic hexameter is similar 
to music’s three-quarter time, so she

waltzed around the classroom to show her 
students the beat. ‘‘They thought that was 
hilarious,”’ she says. ““They looked at each 
other as if to say, the old girl has flipped.”’ 

(She wrote her own poems in free verse, 
discarding rhyme and meter, to keep the 
emphasis on the students instead of the 
poetry, she adds. ) 

The most difficult poems were those 
about her two sons and their wives, Barry 
and Connie, Franklin (‘‘Pepper’’) and Sally 
(who is also a teacher). ‘‘I hoped that the 
way I see them, and see them reflected in 
my students, would be compatible with the 
way they see themselves.’’ All were 
pleased with her interpretations. (‘‘In your 
gentle height and/Muse-inspired work,/I 
saw Barry ...’’) 

Why does each poem end with the phrase 
“I knew you’’? ‘Well, I did know them,” 
Mrs. Harrison says. “I wanted them to 
know that in a special way, teachers know 
them. In a way that’s more intimate some- 
times than a parent. We don’t have the 
responsibility for their whole future — we 
just have them for one year. 

‘In no other profession do you have the 
opportunity to be such an influence on 
young students. It’s an enormous responsi- 
bility. In the classroom, it’s just you and 
those students, just the two of you. That 
core of honesty and integrity is the music.”’ 

Poetry, the teacher says, is ‘‘mainly mu- 
sic, and the music is whatever is the theme 
of your life.” 

Teaching has been her music, and she 
dreads the thought of someday retiring. She 
is especially enthusiastic about her work 
with gifted and talented children in the 
ECHO program, which she began at WJH 
Six years ago. 

‘‘We have such a bright group of parents 
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who demand a strong creative education for 
their children. And the children demand it 
as well.’’ Mrs. Harrison is working toward 
a doctoral degree in curriculum devel- 
opment for the gifted and talented at Bos- 
ton University. 

She plans to continue writing as well: Her 
next project is a children’s book about ‘‘two 
kittens in space, Astra and Lola of the 
Laser Eyes,’’ which will combine entertain- 
ing reading with ‘scientific facts’’ about 
the solar system. 

Her fellow teachers have been ‘‘giving 
me very generous compliments”’ on Teach- 
ing Is A Kind Of Poetry, the teacher says. 
But whether the volume becomes a success- 
ful seller or not, she feels her goal was 
accomplished when she saw the first copy 
roll off the presses. 

“It was so very exciting to see that first 
copy that it really doesn’t matter what 
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other peopie think. It’s enough for me to 
know that I’ve accomplished what I set out

School Building Maintenance 
Headed For Improvements 


By creating a new management position 
and revamping cleaning schedules and 
techniques, the school administration hopes 
to improve the maintenance of the town’s 
school buildings, starting next fall. 

The School Committee last week ap- 
proved the administration’s recommenda- 
tion to hire a manager to supervise the 
existing staff of school custodians. Business 
Manager Francis Paul told the committee 
the new supervisor would report to him. 

Total cost of the school maintenance pro- 
gram, according to Paul: $525,514 a year. 

The committee voted three-two.to try the 
new maintenance effort for two years. If 
the schools don’t appear cleaner and better- 
maintained two years from now, the com- 
mittee indicated they will reconsider their 
other alternative: contracting with a pro- 
fessional custodial management service to 
oversee maintenance of the schools.

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Curriculum Changes 


Prepare Students For 


The Real World 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Andover’s school curriculum may be 
changing, perhaps placing greater em- 
phasis on knowledge and skills to help pre- 
pare students for life in the ‘‘real world,” 
the School Committee was told last week. 

The school administration’s nine pro- 
gram advisors presented their ideas on 
‘future directions’ to the committee last 
Tuesday night, in the third in a series of 
reports on what the future may hold for 
Andover schools. 

The committee has heard from Superin- 
tendent Kenneth Seifert and the school prin- 
cipals, and next week, the superintendent 
will wrap up the discussions with a sum- 
mary of what is needed in the schools, and 
which new ideas can be implemented. 

Social studies advisor Daniel LeClere de- 
scribed a two-year world geography pro- 
gram for grades six and seven, to help 
bridge elementary school and junior high as 
well as create an understanding of ‘‘the 
international community.’’ New programs 
will be introduced in kindergarten through 
grade five and in the eighth grade as well. 
The new Odyssey program, offered as a 
senior elective, will also promote ‘‘cultural 
awareness.” 

LeClere added that social studies courses 
will prepare students for ‘‘the real world’’ 
by teaching them about careers and com- 


with a professional agency, Servicemaster 
of Norwell, which the administration had 
recommended as an alternative.

Students will also use computers 
and television as learning tools, he said. 

Language arts advisor Kathleen Scanlon 
said computers, in the form of word-proc- 
essors, will also become part of language 
courses: Some students are already using 
their parents’ word processors for writing 
school papers, she noted, and word proc- 
essors could help teach students editing 
skills 

The schools will also spend more time 
teaching students public speaking skills, 
Scanlon said, with oratorical contests used 
as a tool. The first contest has already been 
held this spring at West Junior High, the 
advisor said. 

Diana Kolben, fine arts advisor, said 
there has been ‘‘an explosion of interest”’ in 
drama, dance and music offerings at the 
schools — but the growth of such programs 
will be short-circuited unless staffing is 
increased. The new high school auditorium 
offers the potential: for ‘‘wonderful’’ pro- 
grams, Kolben said, telling the committee 
her goal for the future was ‘‘to fill and use 
that auditorium.” 

Math advisor James Murphy said the 
mathematics curriculum is already under- 
going changes, with an emphasis on teach- 
ing and testing by objectives at both the 
elementary and secondary levels. Murphy 
said both remedial and enrichments as- 
pects would be “*built in’ to new programs. 

He also described the need for ‘‘computer 
literacy’’ for all students; and a plan for 
using a ‘‘continuum”’ approach to teaching 
subjects, moving students along through a 
series of mini-courses rather than teaching 
subjects one year at a time. 

Kathleen Mohan, foreign languages advi- 
sor, said she would like to see higher stan- 
dards and an emphasis on speaking skills to 
assure that students become fluent in for- 
eign languages. Language skills should also 
include developing an awareness of cultural 
differences, she said, and of career oppor- 
tunities in language-related fields. 

Computers, travel exchange programs 
and ‘‘total immersion’? — periods when 
students would hear and speak nothing but a 
foreign language — would all help students 
reach those goals, Mohan said. She added 
that interdisciplinary projects, combining 
more than one subject, would be helpful as 
well. And Mohan suggested adding new 
languages, including Asiatic and possibly 
Arabic languages, to Andover’s curriculum 

Richard Swift, physical education advi- 
sor, recommended making phys. ed. a daily 
requirement for elementary students, in 
cluding electives. At both the elementary 
and secondary levels, emphasis should be 
on developing an interest in lifelong activ 
ities (such as golf, tennis, racquetball), and 
cardiovascular fitness. He also suggested 
teaching outdoor activities such as rock 
climbing and fishing, '

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Adopting A Calendar 


The school committee annually spends an inordi- 
nate amount of time adopting a calendar for the 
year. 

In recent years this annual exercise has inva- 
riably produced more concerns or controversy 
than it deserves. 

In one recent year the committee examined 
three separate calendar proposals before ultima- 
tely settling on one which, as in most all cases, 
generally followed the traditional schedule which 
has been followed for years. 

Adoption of this year’s calendar followed the 
same routine, with a majority vote ultimately 
approving a later opening and closing date. 

The calendar discussion this year was prompted 
by the fact that Rosh Hashanah falls on Sept. 8 and 
9. The administration rightly felt that the obser- 
vance of this important Jewish holiday should be 
considered in the setting of the school schedule for 
next year. It would mean either opening the 
schools before Labor Day, beginning classes a 
week later, or cutting short the February vaca- 
tion. 

After discussion, it was voted to resume classes 
on Sept. 12. 

Among the reasons, Teachers Association Presi- 
dent Stephen Jankauskas indicated his group was 
opposed to commencing activities before Labor 
Day. It should be noted that in most instances 
parents and youngsters alike would be opposed and 
continue with their summer plans until after La- 
bor Day anyway. 


As for cutting short the February vacation, there 
was also consideration of some persons having 
made vacation plans for that period. The vacation 
dates were wisely left alone, since, again in many 
instances, parents would be taking their young- 
sters off to the slopes or sunny climes for a break 
during that period regardless of whether classes 
were in operation or not. 


There was also some discussion about the clos- 
ing of the schools in late June when the weather 
was hot and not conducive to a comfortable learn- 
ing environment. : 


All of this makes a mountain out of a mole hill 
approach to a routine task. 

What would seem more proper would be for the 
administration to present a proposed calendar, 
based on their best judgment, and have the com- 
mittee adopt it. 


Such action would allow the administration and 
committee to devote time to the more important 
functions such as providing a sound educational 
program. 


It would eliminate the attempt to please all 
facets of the personal desires of the general public, 
since trying to accomplish this simply fosters a 
liberal attitude toward life’s responsibilities. 


Some day today’s youngsters will have to accept 
the discipline of the daily work schedule. Where 
better to become accustomed to such routine than 
in the classroom.

Urges Reversal 
Of Decision 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

What should be my surprise in reading your issue 
of May 12, 1983, concerning the meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen of May 9, 1983, to learn that the 
board, acting as sewer commissioners, had voted 3 
to 2 to (1) change the Master Sewer Plan and (2) 
change the board’s sewer policy reached in 1980 
when I was a member of the board, which was 
reached after considerable study and effort. 

As I understand it, the proposal put forth by R.J. 
Kelly requires an extension of the existing sewer 
from its southern extremity in the Lowell Junction 
industrial area requiring a change to the Master 
Sewer Plan. Furthermore, this extension is down- 
hill requiring the installation of a lift station. The 
present Master Plan was approved by the Town 
Meeting in 1980 and the policy adopted at that time 
required that the sewer be a gravity flow sewer, 
thus eliminating the use of lift stations, a few of 
which do exist in the town, but no more were to be 
introduced. 

The act of the Board of Sewer Commissioners on 
the ninth would apper to open up the entire town to 
the introduction of sewers, a very costly process, in 
the interests of gaining some additional tax money 
from R.J. Kelly & Co. 

There are some other complications in this plan. 
For instance, Andover would be sewering buildings 
located on that part of the Kelly property located in 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, which may or may not 
be desireable. Lastly, the Kelly land appears to be 
the only land left for access to an interchange on 
Route 93. While it is said that the Dukakis adminis- 
tration no longer has this interchange on its priority 
list, I fail to see that its not of interest to Andover to 
get something done about it. 

Lastly, I would strongly urge the Board of Select- 
men to reverse their decision of the ninth and to 
continue the policy of gravity flow for the Andover 
sewer system.

WASHINGTON — The 
Senate Rules Committee is 
looking into a strange situa- 
tion: Should Soviet propa- 
ganda people be allowed to 
sit in the Senate press gal- 
lery while the U.S. govern- 
ment’s official propaganda 
agency is not allowed to sit 
there? 

The problem revolves 
around the Washington cor- 
respondent for Tass, the 
Kremlin’s official news 
agency. He is allowed to sit 
in the press gallery along 
with correspondents of eve- 
ry other foreign news organ- 
ization. 

But according to Sen. 
John East, R-N.C., the Tass 
man in Washington isn’t just 
a run-of-the-mill newspaper 
reporter. In a confidential 
letter last month to Sen. 
Charles Mathias, R-Md., the 
chairman of the Rules 
Committee, East said the 
Tass correspondent “is in 
fact an officer or agent of 
the Soviet intelligence 
service, the KGB.” 

East pointed out that the 
Voice of America is not per- 
mitted to send a representa- 
tive to sit in the Senate press 
gallery. And East thinks 
that’s silly: 


“I do not believe that it is 


appropriate for a Soviet spy 
to enjoy the privileges of the

agency. Tass is also a gov- 
ernment news agency, yet it 
has full press credentials in 
the Senate, even though 
some of its employees have 
long been known to be intel- 
ligence officers under cover, 
or to have cooperated close- 
ly with Soviet intelligence.” 

East wants Mathias to 
revoke the press privileges 
for the Tass correspondent. 
Mathias has referred the 
matter to the FBI. 

Meanwhile, 50 senators 
have signed a letter asking 
the Rules Committee to let 
the Voice of America send 
someone to sit in the Senate 
press gallery. The letter 
points out that the Voice of 
America is required by law 
to be an accurate and objec- 
tive source of news. It also 
points out that Congress 
gives the Voice of America 
nearly $140 million a year to 
do its job. 

In sum, the letter 
observes, the Voice of Amer- 
ica should at least be grant- 
ed the same privilege of lis- 
tening to Senate debates as 
the Senate grants the 


Reagan’s appointments is in 
serious trouble. He is Sher- 
man Unger, the president’s 
first nominee to the Federal 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Unger is currently general 
counsel at the Commerce 
Department. 

e American Bar Associ- 
ation’s committee on judi- 
cial appointments has 
turned thumbs down on 
Unger.

The vote against Unger 
was unanimous. According 
to our source, he was reject- 
ed for “poor judicial tem- 
perament and lack of per- 
sonal integrity.” Unger has 
refused to comment on the 
ABA committee’s vote. But 
he’ll obviously have to 
answer questions about it at 
his confirmation hearing lat- 
er this month. 

We don’t know what spe- 
cific faults the committee 
found with Unger, but we do 
know he’s been investigated 
several times for violation 
of travel regulations at the 
Commerce Department. He 
has also been accused of 
intimidating his staff in the 
general counsel’s office. 

We reported almost a 
year ago on Unger’s high- 
flying travels at taxpayers’ 
expense. He flew first-class 
when there were cheaper 
seats available, and he once 


Unger had spent $1,442 of 
the public’s money on a fan- 
cy stand-up desk after he 
broke his arm. He explained 
that he had to stand up to 
work while his arm healed. 

The bar association com- 
mittee has obviously come 
up with even more serious 
charges against Unger.

improve or maintain their fitness level. 

Science advisor Rita Petrella described a 
plan for lifelong learning, with courses to 
be offered through Community Services. 
Key areas to be offered could include genet- 
ics and chemistry, she suggested: genetics, 
because genetic engineering is becoming 
more common in agriculture and farming; 
and chemistry, because preservatives, fu- 
els and other chemicals have become a part 
of daily life. 

Theresa Murphy, reading advisor, dem- 
onstrated new computer software tailored 
for Andover’s AIRS program (dubbed 
‘‘AIRSware’’) that instantly analyzes stu- 
dent tests and calculates statistics on their 
work. The program allows ‘immediate 
feedback,”’ Murphy said, as well as saves 
time on teachers’ record-keeping. Teaching 
both students and teachers to use that pro- 
gramming one of the advisor’s main goals 
for the coming years, she said. 

Annetta Freedman, media services advi- 
sor, also emphasized the importance of 
computers — and said that media librarians 
will ‘lead the way”’ in organizing increased 
use of microcomputers throughout the sys- 
tem. 

Media services will also be ‘‘doing a lot’’ 
with the new cable television service com- 
ing to Andover, and will become involved in 
lifelong learning and research and devel- 
opment program, Freedman said. She told 
the committee more media center staffing 
is needed. 

And finally, pupil personnel administra- 
tor Pamela Kvilekval said that among her 
recommendations for the future, she would 
encourage special education teachers to 
earn multiple certifications, qualifying 
them to teach in more than one area (early 
childhood/speech therapist, for example). 
And she suggested increasing parent educa- 
tion and training programs on such topics 
as child neglect, step parenting, single par- 
enting, suicide and depression and home- 
work management. 

The advisor also urged the committee to 
maintain the peer counseling program, 
which has been used as a model by other 
school systems. The program provides a 
service by students to students, she said, at 
all levels.

Electric mowers can 
be especially dangerous, 
if misused. Of course, 
they shouldn't be used if 
it’s raining or the grass 
is wet. 

Clear away all sticks, 
rocks, toys and debris 
from the mower’s path. 
They could become le- 
thal weapons if the mow- 
er’s blades hit them. 

Keep children and pets 
a Safe distance away and 
never allow children to 
operate a power mower. 

Be sure to keep hands 
and feet away from mov- 
ing blades at all times. 
Before cleaning under- 
neath the mower, turn 
off the engine, be sure 
the blades are stopped 
and disconnect the spark 
plug wire. 

Many falls can be pre- 
vented by making sure 
ladders are in good con- 
dition and that they’re 
set up in the safest possi- 
ble ‘way. Loose rungs, 
broken spreaders and 
frayed ropes on exten- 
sion ladders should be 
replaced. 

Never attempt to 
climb a wobbly ladder. 
Even with a steady lad- 
der, it’s safer to have 
one or two persons hold 
the ladder in place.

The rest of the department will start work- 
ing on July 1, except for the vehicle mainte- 
nance division, which has been having 
organizational problems. The manager is 
still searching for a supervisor to head that 
division. But overall, he says, the transition 
is ‘‘going fine.”’ 

With Dion available to evaluate the state 
of Andover’s buildings, the manager ex- 
pects ‘‘a better level of analysis of the 
situation. Building maintenance will cost 
somewhat more at first, but hopefully we’ll 
be able to play catch-up and correct the 
deficiencies.” 

The ventilation system at the public safe- 
ty center, for example, has ‘‘been a prob- 
lem ever since that building was built, but 
nobody’s ever done anything about it. That 
problem should be corrected.”’ 

Mahony believes that in five or six years, 
‘‘we should see a very definite reduction” 
in building maintenance costs, ‘‘not only in 
dollars but in down time, the time that 
rooms are closed and can’t be used.” 

He adds that Bamford has the training 
necessary to improve the maintenance of 
the town’s green areas, and that the savings 
in vehicle maintenance should become ob- 
vious fairly soon.
